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Continuation of 13. Other: In regards to applicant's arguments that the engaging device disclosed by Fukumoto does not hold the mass 
in the deflected position, it is noted that the engaging device is capable of this operation, and furthermore, Fukumoto discloses the other 
components of the claimed invention. The examiner would like to note that the claims in their current condition are BROAD, and 
applicant is advised to claim the device. Moreover, applicant argues that the safety locking device disclosed by Fukumoto does not 
function in accordance with the claimed device, however, the restoring device 24 is effective in response to an overpressure applied to 
the receptacle. The overpressure applied to the receptacle is caused by spiral spring 9 (Col. 6. lineSI -Col. 7, line 12), which moves the 
mass back into its basic position. Therefore, the device disclosed by Fukumoto functions in accordacne with the claimed invention 
necause of the overpressure applied to the receptablce by spring 9 to move the mass back to its basic position. After further review, a 
minor informality was not ed regarding claim 1. Specifically, in line 10 of the claim, it Is suggested that the phrase "wherein the safety 
locking mechanism comprises" should be changed to "wherein the safety locking mechanism further comprises" o r a variation thereof, in 
view of the preamble. 
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
